This rider is an important part of the contract. The clauses are the requirements of the Artist. If 
any of these requirements cannot be fulfilled or agreed to it is essential that CAAs are 
informed and that alternative arrangements are made. Alternative arrangements must be 
made at least four weeks in advance of this engagement, preferably in writing. Failure to 
inform CAAs of requirements that cannot be fulfilled or agreed to and thereafter to make 
alternative arrangements could result in cancellation of this contract. 


The requirements set out in this rider are subject to change depending on the type of show 
undertaken. If you have any questions please ask. 


Any technical questions or changes should be directed to Richard Young, the band's 
Production Manager. 
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The security arrangements for the Building/Venue/ Concert Site is to be the concern of the 
Promoter and the Venue Management, and should be adequate for the nature of the event, 
location of the venue and the size of the expected audience. 


From Load in to Load out 


The security of all production areas is the direct concern of the RADIOHEAD production. 
Minimum requirements are stated below with cover being provided from load in. 


The following positions are static (except the Supervisor), and required until RADIOHEAD 
PRODUCTION MANGER or SECURITY ADVISOR dismisses.

The times and numbers suggested in this rider will change from show to show and will be 
affected by the layout of your venue. RADIOHEAD are more than happy to accommodate any 
views regarding your experience with your own venues, but security must not be compromised. 


Pass System 


Radiohead production will provide all passes. NO promoter passes 
are to be issued unless aar by the Artist Production Manager. 


At load in, a list of pass requirements should be submitted. Detailing numbers and for whom the 
passes are for. (SEE RADIOHEAD PRODUCTION MANAGER ) 


Medical Cover 


Please have the legal amount of cover as stated by the Licence/ Local Regulations. An increase 
in cover should reflect a standing audience. At least 2 fully qualified paramedics should be 
present from doors opening. 

The Doors will not open until the medical staff are on site and in their designated area. 


Barrier Type (As covered in the Live show rider.....) 


Please ensure that the FOS barrier be of a MOJO design and holds a current pass certificate that 
meets HSE standards. 


6 sections of MOJO to cover the front of the mixer and the immediate front sides (4 front, 1 left 
side.and 1 right side) The remainder can be enclosed by bike rack. 


Communication 


The Security Company backstage and front of house must have contact via a radio comms 
system in case of the event of an evacuation or emergency. 


The Security person/s dedicated to RADIOHEAD'S dressing room MUST be issued with a radio 
on that same system. 
Security staff who work around the dressing rooms must put their mobiles to silent. 


Uniform 


All staff should be dressed in a recognisable uniform with the Supervisors and Management 
easily identifiable. 

Unacceptable uniforms include plain T-shirts with no markings, dinner suites or plain suites with 
just a pin badge. 
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Venue Plastics / Plastic Bottles 


No plastic bottles should be given to any member of the public in any form. 
All liquids should be decanted in to SOFT CRUSHABLE plastic cups from venue bars. 


All vending machines that contain tin cans should be switched off and not used during the show. 


search/ Restricted Items 


Basic search methods with both male and female operatives should be implemented. 
Items not permitted in to the venue include, 


All bags searched, random body search ( selected ). 


NO Glass ( THIS INCLUDES ALL VENUE BAR AREAS ) 
Any thing deemed dangerous to public or artist.

Banners with poles 

Political banners ; 

Professional Cameras (over 35mm) 

Video Recording Equipment 

Audio Recording Equipment 

Radio Scanning/ Jamming Equipment
